HE NEVER READ A BOOK 

A never read a booh. He may have learned his letters from one— we 
' "S5LVN novelist. Itmous and respected for his cleTcr works, has 
don't know about that— but he never bothers to rriid classics, or keep up 
with the literary times, or absorb literary criticism. He Just writes in 
his own sweet way, und writes with success. 

Professor:- oûen advise us not to concentrate too tnurh on any par- 
ticular author, because imitation of style ie rarely conducive to good writ- 
ing. Individuality of style Is very important, for the styles of others 
conform to others' ability anO temperament, which can never be du- 
plicated. 

On the other hand. Dr. Johnson says that iie who wishes to cultivate Uie 
art of writing good Englinh, "muni give his dsys an<l utgnts to the vol- 
umes of Addition." thus showing iiis belter that one should learn from writ- 
ers greater thai: one's sel!. 

One cannot help reading these days, but writers of really good Eng- 
lish cull be numbered on tiie fingers, they arc as SA.an;i-. at pretenders aie 
ipSenty. Most current reading mutter would tend to degrudc our etyl*, un 
jess Ave cultivated an appreciation oi the classics. 

The danger of over-Influence from the ciuasics should be «vident to 
liny student of Kngliflrt. Most of us in college have read the "Spectator 
ami become very "Spectatorlsh" in our speech until Swift and his aw 
g*sm hypnotize nr. ...,«! we err.. Ic»e spicy imitations of "The Tale of 
,a Tub." ' * 

Then, under the influence of Macaulay, we turn in noble scrcede to 
•tho history department, certain of earning a ton-pllM. Our own style, 
poor as it may i.e. Is hindered from Upvoloplng until Uw hypnotic power 
fides away in tiie period of suspense between exams and exam results. 

Tile Russian novelist's oxampb would bo a dangerous one to follow, 
lie may have the ability to write good llusnlau without reading Ills Rus- 
sian Macaulays and Ruaklns, bu' il he has. he is a very clcvt-r man with 
fejv equals. 

Yet he lias one great lesson to teach us. and thai Is the value of de- 
veloping an Individual style, and letting one's personality shine through 
one's writings. If oner personality is nol good enough to make onc'u 
writings worth reading, thon It Is belter tor one to atop writing. 

There aie a great number of Imitation Addisons, imitation Jtuskins, 
imitation Macaulays In the English literary field today, who enjoy a 
certain amount of fame in "literary'' and "cultured'' circles. They grind 
out conventional essays, and drone litem at public lectures; iliey demon- 
strate their lah-rtc-dah at clubs and small-town mooting* .and become 
respected tor the time being. 

While we do not wish to underestimate thp value of the classic.", we 
think that a long rest from them once in a while, tiie length depending oji 
one's susceptibility to particular influence, yvould either develop a person's 
individual style, without which ho will never dp anything in literature, or 
prove to J«im that he has. no style to develop.

Large Crowd See McGill 
Basketeers Defeat Y.M.H.A 



SCORE 46 TO 24 

Championship Practically As- 
sured with Only Two 
Games Left to Play 

About four hundred people crowded 
their way into the M.H.S, gym on Sa- 
turday night to see the McGill seconds 
atrengthen their hold on the league 
leadership by decisively beat Ins 
T.M.H.A. Intermediate basketball team 
to the tunc of 46 to 24. It was the sav- 
ing grace of the evening's entertain- 
ment as the seniors later emerged nt 
the short end of the score in their 
game against Toronto. Coach Van 
AVasner's second squad of haslwteers 
however, arc at present prettily perch- 
ed on the top rung of the ladder and 
have but two games to play. 

There were many opinions offered 
regarding the merits of both squads 
previous to the game and some, felt 
ihat the Y team with their backs to 
the wall would obtain a victory over 
the collegians. The redmen effectively 
banished thess doubts by the way in 
which they obtained their win. The 
Y.M.H.A. players tried everything in 
their power to overcome the lead piled 
up by the McGill intermediates but 
failed to stem the attacks of their op- 
ponents. 

Church, stellar centre of the red and 
white seconds, earned undying glory 
on Saturday night by the manner in 
which he performed. He did not let 
up throughout the game and not only 
sueceed2d.in breaking tip the plays of 
thé r forwards but kept feeding pass- 
es to his teammates. 

Captain Wykes was another whose 
valiant efforts resulted in many points 
being chalked up to the credit of the 
McGill seconds. H: was unfortunate 
in sustaining an injury during the 
early par; of the second half and had 
to be replaced. He was later able to 
return to the game however. 

Silver. captain o£ last year's 
T.M.H.A. senior team and now with 
the intermediates was much in evi- 
dence during the game and at times 
showed flashes of his former self. 

Although McGill lost Feigenbaum In 
the second half due to four personals 
marked up agair.st him.

The Y players as a team showed up

other religious leader, in this con- 
nection. Professor faillie na(l occasion 
to speak . of the examples of faith 
healing both in the experience of 
Jesus as well as in more modern 
times. His opinion was that such 
faith could be credited and would be 
more prevalent if man were but will- 
ing to place their trust In God. 

The teconcl contribution of Jesus' to 
tho religious thought of the world, 
was in his conception of the nature of 
God. God. to Jesus, was not a punc- 
tilious taskmaster with a pair of bal- 
ances in his hand, but a loving father, 
understanding and forgiving transgres- 
sions. The old idea of the justice of 
God was ajoint product of fear, jea- 
lousy, and revenge, but Jesus' teach- 
ings forever put aside justice and 
substituted love as a rule *of ethics. 
Especially in his dealings with his 
enemies, was this new teaching of 
Jesus exemplified. 

But Jesus did not merely teach love 
us the guiding factor in human life, 
he actually practised what he preach- 
ed. 'The man and the life arc as much 
the real life or Christianity as the 
teaching," said the speaker. These 
significance is not that Jesus taught 
a newer doctrine of God but that in 
Jesus God- came closer t,> man than 
ever before. ' ''This' is the real Divinity 
of Jesus, a life in which God truly 
revealed himself"! said Professor 
Balllic in bringing to an end his 
interesting discourse.

A Bill of Divorcement 

Divorce Is unjust but it makes for 
justice; eugenics may* bo immorul but 
they lead to morality, a production 
may be amateur, but it need not bo 
amateurish: and so we have "A Bill of 
Divorcement" by Clémence Dano, and 
a presentation of the Players' Club of 
McGill. 

In a play which tells a vivid story, 
which depicts an emotional side of life, 
and yet keeps away from mawkish or 
maudlin sentimentality, we sometimes 
find the most difficult acting parts. 
The characters can neither take ad- 
vantage of an omotion-sccking audi- 
enco by acting beyond tho coolness of 
the words, for this would appear ludi- 
crous, nor can they afford their acting 
to descend to tho matter-ot-faclness of 
the words, for then the audience would 
grow restless, and would leave unsat- 
isfied. Sound judgment must be looked 
to both from tho director and tho ;i2'.-.r 
In such a, play. 

Keeping In mind those obvious dif- 
ficulties in the ptay which was stago l 
by tho Flayer's Club In Boyse Hall last 
Saturday, the difficulties not only of 
good acting but also of an unchanged 
sceno, and of a doubtfully efficient 
swltchboardman, we may turn to the 
public point of view, and render sound 
and unsound criticism. 

To criticise tho actors in an amat- 
eur performance is always cruel, un- 
less done In a satisfying, untruthful, 
and highly eulogistic way, but yet cri- 
ticism by comparison with other amat- 
eurs Is eminently fair. By this means 
we eomo to the conclusion that th* 
performance was very highly credlt- 
ablo to the Players' Club, and the 
actors therein. 

Miss Marguerite Vuile, as Mrs. Fair- 
field, wif» of a mental deficient, of 
whose perpetual unison with her she 
has been delivered by an auspicious 
and kindly divorce law, takes her part 
very well, As a woman, who, though 
married, suffered fifteen years of ab- 
negation, her coolness in her part cou.'j 
be taken as the result of tribulations 
which would rob of all sentiment Hk' 
most sens-'al. Miss Yulle was natural 
on the stage, through all her restraint, 
and had a voice that carried very well. 

Miss Gertrude; Lernor has acted in 
McGill dramatics for a long time, and 
has become well-known among the fol- 
lowers of theatricals here. Her Inter- 
pretation of the part of the wholesome 
straight-forward modern girl, of a girl 
who loves keenly, who relishes her at- 



tachment, and yet, when she learn3 
that here heredity, shows signs of in- 
sanity, courageously looks forward to 
a celibate life, was well performed and 
appreciated by tho audience. She too 
lins a voice wheh "takes'' with her pub- 
lic. 

The male lead was perhaps the most 
distinctive of the actors, and his pre- 
sence raised the play above the ordin- 



ary, l^ooii Shelly. In his difficult role 
of the semi-insane father, carried hi» 
part particularly well. His acting, was 
natural, the intonation of his voice 
striking, and not overdone or forced, 
and he took the climaxes he was ca!l<% 
upon to reach, with very great warmth 
of feeling. 

The rest of tho acting was. secondary, 
but well executed.
